OUIS P. ALOE will 
be 50 years old 
next summer. He has 
been in business in St. 
Louis since he was 18, 
and in politics since 
he became a voter. He 
was president of the 
Merchants’ League 
Club when the club 
ran the Republican 
party, and the party 
ran the City govern- 
ment. The city office- 
holder who was not a 
acard or precinct com- 
mitteeman or a club 
director, or the com- 
mitteeman or director 
who did not hold a city 
job, was the exception.

As an illustration, he cited 
the McKinley Line depot, which is much nearer 
the central downtown district than Union Station, 
and which has helped business and realty values

City Should Not Divert Free 
Bridge From Original Purpose 
UST how the railroads would be induced or re- 
J quired to make so radical and_ costly a 
change, he did not suggest in détail, but 
he said the city and the railroads frequently had 
occasion for ‘business bargaining,. and that new 
depots might be made a consideration in some fu- 
ture bargain. 

As to the free bridge, Aloe advocates the idea 
of sticking to the principle on which the bridge 
was built—the abolition of arbitrary charges 
which make.a distinction between the two sides of 
the Mississippi River. If the city sticks to this 
principle, he believes, the railroads will eventual- 
ly use the bridge on the city’s terms, though they 
may not do so at once, and the city will be get- 
ting the benefit, all the time, of the free use of 
the upper deck for trolley Hines and vehicles. 

In reply to the suggestion that the arbitrary is 
no longer an issue, Aloe quoted figures showing 
that the arbitrary charge on soft coal alone 
amounted to $1,400,000 a year, a direct tax on St. 
Louis consumers. * 

“The Department of Public Utilities,” Aloe 
said, “proposes to lease the lower deck of the 
bridge to railroads on a basis that will reduce the 
coal arbitrary from 20 cents a ton to 15 cents. The 
City Comptroller proposes to lease the bridge to 
the Terminal Association or some other railroad 
enterprise, for a consideration that would relieve 
the city from paying interest and maintenance 
charges. 

“Both these plans conflict with the purpose 
which the citizens of St. Louis had when they in- 
vested $7,000,000 in this bridge. Both plans seem 
to lose sight of the idea of free access for rail- 
roads into St. Louls. The city administration 
would exceed its authority if it should barter 
away this bridge for any such purpose.” 

He advocated a trolley loop, to bring free bridge 
trolley passengers all the way downtown, and 
said the conetruction of this loop would properly

elect, who will be inaugurated Jan. 8, will immediately be con 
fronted by the most serious condition that has existed in the State's 
financial affairs since the reconstruction period following the Civil War. 

The incoming administration must find new sources of revenue, it 
must meet the State-wide demand for a rehabilitation of the wrecked 
financial structure, it is faced with the need for a complete revision of 
the taxing and assessment laws, and, in addition to finding funds to pay 
more than $1,500,000 of current State indebtedness,.{t must provide means 
for carrying on the legitimate State activities for four years. The ad- 
ministration must get money, and there is no place for it to go except 
to the Legislature. 

There are other problems, and many of them, affecting the welfare 
of the State which the administration must meet in addition te the 
financial problem, chief among which is a complete reorganization of the 
Jefferson City Penitentiary. Other economic and social problems, having 
a direct bearing on the rights and happiness of the citizens of the State 
also will be presented. 

The first problem to be solved is| 
the financial one. The State Treas- 
ury Jan. 1 will owe between $1,500,- A 
000 and $2,000,000, and virtually will 
be without a dollar to meet the debts, 
which are pressing.

| PREPAREDNESS FOR LEGISLATION. 

The question of first importance confronting 
the Gardner administration is that of revenue. 
The State is practically bankrupt. Its expendi- 
tures for the past two years far “exceed its reve- 
-nues. ‘The revenues provided under the present 
tax system are inadequate for the requirements 
of the State. 

The State is suffering from the failure of the 
government and the people to heed the warnings 
of disaster which have been repeatedly uttered by 
those who foresaw the inevitable end of the 
present system. Former administrations have re- 
fused to correct inequalities of assessment and the 
people have ‘rejected constitutional amendments 
designed to improve 'the system. 

Now the problem must be solved. The only sat- 
isfactory solution lies in a new Constitution em- 
bodying a modern, equitable tax system, in which 
State and local taxation are ‘separated and the 
classification of the objects of taxation is per 
mitted. Both the Republican and Democratic 
parties are pledged to submit the question of fram- 
ing a new Constitution to the people. We may 
assume that this will be done. 

Meanwhile the deficit emergency must be met. 
Governor-elect Gardner has suggested several rev- 
enue measures. They include an increased col- 
lateral inheritance tax for the State University, an 
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inheritance tax and a tax on corporation capital 
and surplus for the State. These suggestions are 
tentative and their returns are estimates. 

We believes {t would be a wise act on the part 
ot Gov. Gardner to call together several strong 
leaders of the Senate and House, with several 
men who have given thought and gtudy to the 
question of State taxation, particularly with re- 
gard to Missouri, and thus form an emergency 
tax commission for-the purpose of formulating a 
program of legislation for the General Assembly. 
The commission should represent both parties. F.

Other measures, such as code revision and a 
municipal covrts system for St. Louis, have been 
formulated and require little work to put into 
shape. ; 

The coming session should be prolific not of 
many laws, but of good laws. The adoption in 
practical form of half a dozen measures which 
have been pressed upon former Legislatures and 
the need of which is generally recognized, would 
distinguish the General Assembly in the service 
of the people of Missouri, Well devised bills, 
prepared in time for careful consideration and 
adoption, will assure a session fruitful of good.

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GOVERNMENT RAILROADS AND THE WAR. 

That the war has made railroads financially un- 
profitable to an incredible degree appears from 
the report of the Ministry of the Interior in 
France. According to that document the total in- 
come from all French railroads during Septem- 
ber was only 23,785 francs ($4757); the Midi bring- 
ing in an average daily of 172 francs ($34.44), 
though connecting with Paris such important cen- 
ters as Lyons, Marseilles, Grenoble and Nice; and 
the Nord, the gateway to France from Great Brit- 
ain, only averaging 198 francs daily ($38). As the 
daily pay roll amounted to 180,000 francs ($36,000), 
the Banque de France has been obliged to furnish 
the funds. 
The report states that all the railroads are in 
the service of the army, that shipping on private 
account had dwindled to nothing, and that even 
the passenger traffic had virtually stopped, “‘prob- 
ably from. lack of possible passengers, or from Jack 
of money or time.” The worst feature, says the 
report, is the deterioration of the entire system, 
especially trackage, rolling stock and engines; al! 
of which must be replaced at an early date. 

In the words of the report: “The roadbeds are 
j @ll demolished, the rails in many places shedded,

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MISSOURI'S COMING OENTENNIAL. 

There is much to be said for the suggestion that 
one of the plans for celebrating Missouri’s Cen- 
tennial, in 1920, shall be the opening of a memo- 
rial highway bridge across the Missouri at St. 
Charles, at one time the State Capital. The 
St. Louls Real Estate Exchange recently sug- 
gested the erection of a memorial building in 
St. Louls. We already have a Jefferson Mem- 
orial Building. Its use as a museum takes it 
out of the class of big piles of architectural 
wonders, put up merely to be looked ati A 
Centennial Memorial Building would be some- 
thing of a duplication, and some use other than as 
& monument would have to be found for it. 

A bridge, such as is suggested for St. Charles, 
could be made an object of admiration for its 
architectural beauty and thus serve as a memo- 
rial. And as a bridge, part of the highway sys- 
tem of Northern Missouri, this form of memo- 
rial would serve millions of people annually, not 
as a curiosity but in their daily life, whether 
working or taking recreation. 

Perhaps the chief reason for choosing the bridge 
plan is the fact that St. Charles must have a 
bridge. The condition, since the burning of the 
old bridge, works great hardship not only to the 
citizens of St. Charles and St. Charles County, 
but also to the large number of St. Louisans who 
are compelled to lose time and suffer inconven- 
lence by having to cross by ferry. 

Whether any parts of the old bridge can be 
used or not, the erection of a bridge should not 
be postponed any longer than can be helped. St. 
Louisans can well afford to co-operate with the 
people of St. Charles and the two counties in 
urging legislation for the erection of a bridge at 
St. Charles that shall combine 
strength and be so constructed as to stand for all 
time as a memorial of Missouri’s Centennial as a 
State. gee om te

MARRIAGE FOR LOVE. 

The dictum of Prof. James E. Cutler, that ‘Love 
alone as a basis for marfiage is vulgar and low,” 
will probably afford an interesting topic of dis- 
cussion in many circles. Marriage based on love, 
that is, the mutual attraction of two persons of 
opposite sex, has been the ideal of the English- 
speaking races for generations. The possession 
of property has been a desirable side issue. “Love 
in a cottage’”’ has been sung by the poets. And 
Prof. Cutler will have hard work convincing us 
that love alone, as a basis for marriage, is not 
sufficient, let alone that it is vulgar and low. The 
mutual attraction between two persons of oppo- 
site sex has been one of the principal factors in 
inspiring men and women to achieve greatness in 
all that is worth while. 

What substitute has Prof. Cutler to offer for 
“love alone,” or what combination of love with 
other attributes or factors? We take it for grant- 
ed that the professor did not mean lust,-but love 
as generally understood. And how can love be 
ever vulgar or low? Let the poets answer. But 
perhaps Prof. Cutler does not read poetic effu- 
sions.

WHY IS A LEGISLATURE? 

The question, Why Is a Legislature? fs old. It 
ehould be answered. To date, the nearest definite 
answer has ccme from Kansas, where a group of 
earnest citizens have made some progress in cre- 
ating sentiment in favor of an enlarged commis- 
sion form of Government for the State. Some 
things the Legislature of that State has done and 
more that it has not done have aided this prop- 
aganda. 

The Kansas sentiment may prove catching, the 
more so, now that the people are drafting lezis- 
lative programs and in a large number of the 
states the women are participating in this program 
making. The women this year were strongly led 
to vote for the Democratic national ticket because 
of the long list of legislative accomplishments by 
the last Congress. Being inexperienced in poll- 
tics, they do not understand why a State Legisla- 
ture cannot accomplish as much for them. 

o the program will be mapped out {n advance. 
In Indiana the people expect that they will be 
given an oprortunity to vote on prohibition and 
suffrage. Likewise Kansas wants better child 
laws; Missour! wants tax reform, better prisons 
and charity institutions; North Carolina wants 
better schools and free text-books:.Alabama !s out- 
spoken for many school reforms; Mississippi 
wants the clouded prohibition laws written to 
know whether she can drink or not drink; Louts- 
lana is up in arms for tax and State business re- 
forms; a dozen states are demanding road laws 
that will permit them to share {n the Federal road 
funds; Texas wants new mortgage and property 
right laws, and so it goes. 

If the: legislators awaken to the situation, the 
old question may be answered favorably. But if 
the legislators continue to pass prohibition bills 
with jokers in them; road laws that raise taxes 
but make no good roads: registration lews that 
disfranchise young voters for a year, as was the 
case in Alabama; corrupt practice acts that have 
no force, and other laws that are useful as grist 
for the supreme courts, the Kansas answer will be

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PACKAGES EARLY, 
POSTOFFICE SAYS 


Sunday Precedes Holiday So 
That Deliveries Should Be 
Completed Saturday. 


Do your Christmas shipping, as well 
as your Christmas shopping, earty. 

This is the request of the St. Louis 
Postoffice, which has issued a circular 
to remind the public that Christmas 


this year will come on Monday, and that 
Monday is the day after Sunday. 

For this reason, and because an early 
start is always the best way to insure 
a timely arrival, the Postoffice is ask- 
ing everyone to attend to the mailing of 
parcels as early as possible in the week 
beginning Monday, Dec. 18, or: in the 
week before. Those directed to Atlan- 
tic coast and Southern points should be 
mailed not later than the 18th, and for 
far Western points not later than the 
15th, and local packages not later than 
the 22d. 

The words, “Please Do Not Open Un- 
til Christrmas’’ may be placed on the 
outside of any package without increas. 
ing the postage rate. Such expressions 
of greeting as ‘‘Merry Christmas’’ and 
“Best Wishes” are also permitted, on 
the outside or on inclosed cards. The 
sender’s name and address are required. 
and the sender’s occupation may also 
be shown, and the character of the par- 
cel may be shown by “marks, letters, 
numbers, names or other brief descrip- 
tion,” so long as sufficient room ig left 
for the address and the postage stamps. 

Stickers are all right in their place, 
but their place is not on the same side 
of the parcel with the postage stamps 
and the address. One can plac¢e as many 
of them as he wishes on the other side, 
but they should not be placed in such 
a way as to seal the package If the 
package is sealed, in this or any other 
way, it is no longer fourth-class mail 
matter, and must be returned to the 
sender or held for additional postage. 

Detailed directions for packing and 
wrapping of parcels are given. Wrap- 
ping must be strong 2nough, it is stated, 
to withstand the weight not only of the 
other mail in the same sack, but the 
weight of other sacks which may be 
above it. 

Umbrellas, canes, golf sticks, fishing 
rods and similar artictes should be fast- 
ened between boards slightly longer and 
wider than the articles inclosed. Hats 
in pasteboard boxes should be crated 
with wood or packed In double corrugat- 
ed pasteboard boxes. Cut flowers and 
candies in light boxes should be placed 
in outer boxes of wood, tin or héavy cor- 
rugated pasteboard. Drawings or paint- 
ings which are rolled should have a 
stout stick within or a pasteboard tube 
outside. Sharp instruments or articles 
with sharp corners or edges should be so 
covered that they will not injure the 
hands of postoffice employes. 

Articies of glass, crockery, Christmas 
toys easily breakable, glass framed pic- 
tures, etc., should be carefully packed 
in boxes ef inetal, wood, leather or cor- 
rugated pasteboard, with sufficient ex- 
celsior, raw cotton or similar matter to 
prevent *hke contents from coming in con- 
tact with any portion of the box. Such 
parcels should be marked “Fragile.” 

The limit of ‘weight of fourth-class 
matter is @ pounds for parcels mailed 
for delivery within the local, first and 
second zones, and 2 pounds for all other 
zones. 

Parcel post matter may not exceed 84 
inches in length and girth combined. In 
measuring a parcel the greatest distance 
in a straight line between the ends (but 
not around the parcel) is taken as its 
length, while the distance around the 
parcel at its thickest part is taken as its 
girth. For example, a parce] 35 inches 
long, 10 inches wide and 5 inches high 
measures @ inches in length and girth 
combined. 


NEW WEATHER BUREAU SYSTEM 
ADOPTED FOR GROP GROWERS 


Includes Reports Frem 200 Stattons 
and 4500 Othtr Observation 
Potnts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2—The UT. S&S. 
Weather Bureau has perfected special 
systems and facilities for obtaining and 
disseminating advance weather news 
adapted to the protection of growers 
of crops. This includes reports from 
its 200 stations and 4500 other observation 
points, and a large number of special 
stations for observing crop conditions 
in the grain, cotton, sugar, rice and 
cattle raising districts. _ 

The corn and wheat region ce 
covers the 15 principal grain States, fn 
which are one region center, 13 district 
centers and Y74 special stations, from 
which daily reports are received and 
disseminated. 

Similar services dealing with cotton 
weather conditions cover the 11 principal 
cotton-growing States and consist of 
data gathered in 13 cénters through 175 
special stations. 

The sugar and rice region service has 
supplied weather information to the 
growers tn Texas and Louisiana and the 
sugar growers throughout the Southern 
States, and a special rice service for 
Arkansas is an early probability. 

The special fruit region service, which 
forecasts particularly the coming of 
spring frosts, is furnished growers 
throughout the intengive orcharding dis- 
tricts where growers have made prep- 
arations to protect their trees from 
frosta.

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PARDON “FOR MISS SELL 


Efforts Made to Get Clemency for 
Her and Three Others, . 

FAIRMONT, W. Va., Dec. 2.—Efforts 
are being made here today to obtain 
pardons for Miss Fannie Sellins, for- 
merly of St. Louis, and three miners, 
who are serving terms in West Virginia 
jails for contempt of court in connec- 
tion with the coal strike at Colliers, Ww.

Resta want Man Says ompany Also 
Offered to Pay Cloak Room Ex- 
penses for Concession, 

An interesting indication of the 
volume of the commercialized tipping 
business in the wash rooms and check 
rooms of St. Louis restaurants and 
cafes, where dimes and quarters are 
received for services of little or no 
value, was given yesterday by Ed- 
ward A. Benish, proprietor of a new 
restaurant in the Chemical Building. 

Benish told a Post-Dispatch  re- 
porter that a Los Angeles firm, which 
handles concessions of this sort, of- 
fered to pay all wages and expenses 
connected with his check room and 
wash room, which he figures at $300 
a month, and in addition to pay him 
$Z00 a month, in return for the tips. 
This offer would show that the con- 
cessionaires expected to take in much 
more than $500 a month. 

Benish refused the offer, and has 
posted placards asking his customers 
not to offer tips to the employes in 
his wash room and check room.

He asserts they later offered 
him a $2000 automobile, of his own 
selection, if he would close the deal.

GRAND © JURY 


U. S. District Attorney Con- 
vinced of Need of Federal 
Investigation Here. 


Three indictments based on election 
fraud charges were returned by the Ooc- 
tober grand jury in ¢ts final report yes- 
terday. 

Those indicted are W. T. Mcllroy of 
4653 Washington boulevard, Democratic 
challenger in the Seventeenth Ward, 
Third Precinct; John W. Hays. 8 South 
Jefferson avenue, Democratic judge in 
the Sixth Ward, Twelfth Precinct, and 
George Warner, 118 South Twenty-third 
street, Democratic challenger in the 


Sixth Ward, Twelfth Precinct. 

All are charged with feloniously hin- 
dering a voter. The penalty for this of- 
fense is two to five years in the peni- 
tentiary. In each instance it was al- 
leged a negro was falsely accused of 
having committed a crime and his ballot 
rejected. 

United States District Attorney Oliver 
yesterday studied a mass of evidence 
submitted to him Friday by Charles 
W. Bates of the Citizens’. Nonpartisan 


there was fraud and conspiracy to de- 
prive voters of their rights at the na- 
tional election Nov. 7. 

The District Attorney said he could not 
at this time reveal the details of the 
charges, but said a partial study of them 
had convinced him that the evidence 
should be sent to the Attorney-General 
in Washington and that the Department 
cf Justice should be asked to send an 
expert to St. Louls to make a furthér 
‘Lquiry. 

With reference to election frauds 
the grand jury report says: 

“Owing to lack of time we were 
unable to fully investigate alleged 
frauds in the election. We are re- 
turning with this report three indiict- 
ments based on evidence heard by us. 
We respectfully recommend to the 
Court that a special charge be given 
to the succeeding grand jury to fully 
investigate the subject, for we con- 
sider it to be of the greatest import- 
ance that the purity of the ballot box, 
which is the foundation of popular 
government, should be maintained.” 

The basis for the fraud charges was 
that in several precincts negro voters 
were wrongfully challenged, ithe alle- 
gation being made that they had served 
prison terms and therefore were not 
qualified to vote. In each instance the 
Republican judges would vote to per- 
mit the negroes to cast their ballots 
and the Democratic judges would vote 
against it. As has been told before, 
the tle vote resulted in the ballots 
being withheld from the ballot 
boxes and put in a separate receptacle. 
These ballots were not counted. In 
some cases negroes never did get a 
chance to vote.

MIAN KILLED WHEN 
POLICEMAN WALKS 
IN ON A HOLDUP 


Body Found at Club in Fifth 
Ward After Exchange of 
Shots Unidentified. 


An unidentified man was shot and 
killed at 1:30 this morning at the Fifth 
Ward Democratic Club, 913 North Sev- 
enth street, when Patrolman George 
King surprised several highwaymen in 
the act of holding up the members of 
the club, which is an Italian oraniza- 
tion.

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GREECE AND ALLIES 
CUMPROMISE OVER 
DELIVERY OF ARMS 


Part of Mountain Batteries 
Will Be Turned Over to 
Entente Naval Commander 
and Rest of His Demands 
Will Be Waived. 


Agreement Reached Follow- 
ing Day of Terror and Se- 
vere Fighting in the Streets 
of Athens. 


Troops Which Were Landed 
at Capital From Warships 
Are Being Withdrawn Ex- 
cept Small Guard. 


ATHENS, Dec. 2, via London, Dee. & 
~The Crown Council sat until 2:3 
o'clock this morning. Later the French, 
British, Russian and Italian ministers 
made the folloWing announcement: 

“On the proposal of the Ministers of 
the four Powers, at the instance of the 
Admiral (Du Fournet), the Greek Gov- 
ernment was informed that the entente 
will accept six batteries of ' mountain 
artillery instead of 10, whose surrender 
was demanded by Dec. 1, waving on 
their delivery all questions «* the sur- 
render of other armament. 

‘The Greek Government accepted and 


agreed to proceed with the immediate 
delivery of the six batteries.” 


Allied Troops Landeé at Athens Are 
Being Withdrawn, 
LONDON, Dec. 2.—Latest advices from 

Athens are that the troops landed 

by Admiral du Fournet are being 

withdrawn with the exception of a 

small guard, This action followed a 

day of terror in Athens, in which Venl- 

zelists fought royalists and Greek troops 
fired upon entente forces, | 

A Reuter dispatch from Athens, timed 
6:30 a. m. Saturday, says: ‘Angio- 
French marines totaling 60 marched 
out of the Zappeion under «a strong 
guard of Greeks with all their equip- 
ment, en route for Piraeus} All the 
streets near the Zappeton had previous- 
ly been’ cleared and every precaution 
had been taken to avoid anti-entente 
demonstrations. A detachment of Ital- 
ian marines, which yesterday took ref: 
uge in the Italian Archeological School, 
was permitted quietly to depart under 
Greek escort, on the intervention of ths 
Italian Minister.”’ 

Before quitting Athens Vice Admiral 
du Fournet called on Gen. Callarisa of 
the Greek forees and explained that the 
entente forces had no orders to fire on 
the Greeks. Gen. Callaris explained that, 
the Greeks likewise were not ordered to 
fire on the allies, and it was agred on 
both sides that tho affair was due te a 
risunderstanding. é 

Disturbances began as soon as the al- 
lied troops were landed. Greek troops 
fired on the entente force which oceu- 
pied the Zappeion, while reservists and 
Venizelists exchanged shota in the 
street. A pitched battle between the op- 
posing Greek forces occurred In Stadium 
street. The casualties have not been 
ascertained, but it is known several 
civilians were killed. 

Admiral d@ Fournet landed some #9 
marines at an early hour and marched 
toward Athena, seizing Philepappos Hil 
overlooking the city. The Greek guards 
on all roads leading to the capital re- 
fused to permit-a second marine detach- 
ment to advance further.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—A note from 
the Greek Government denotncing as ‘‘a 


serious infringement of sovereign 
rights,” the allied demand for surrender 
of Greek arms and ammunition to the 
Anglo-French expedition at Saloniki, 
and pleading for the sympathetic under- 
standing of the United States in the 
“painful circumstances” surrounding 
the Greek Government and people, was 
delivered té the State Department today 
by A. Vouros, charge of the Greek lega- 
tion. 

The communication sets forth at 
length the efforts of Greece to maintain 
neutrality and gives notices that the 
Greek Government “has rejected and 
will continue to reject this last de- 
mand.” No official explanation of the 
causes which led the Government to re- 
cede from that decision has reached 
Washington, but from the strong lan-. 
guage of the note officials infer that ex- 
treme pressure must have been exerted 
before the arms and ammunition were 
given up. 

During his visit to the State Depart- 
ment, Chargé Vouros talked over the 
whole Greek situation with Counselor 
Polk, but neither had anything to say 
regarding the conference. It is under- 
stood that communications similar to 
that addressed to the United States 
have gone to all neutral governments 
and that the step was intended prima- 
rily to create a proper understanding 
among neutral peoples of the difficulties 
in which Greece has found herself, As 
presented by the charge, the communi- 
cation was in the form of a copy of a 
note handed to American Minister Drop- 
pers at Athens on Nov. 28, and signed 
by acting Foreign Minister Zalocostas.

He detailed the history 
of the events that led to the modeling 
of the statue by the contributions of his 
countrymen and laid stress on the fact 
that Bartholdi, the sculptor, evolved the 
idea as a result of the impression left 
upon him by the war of 1870, which de- 
prived him of Alsace, his native land, 
and enabled him to find “‘liberty at its 
best” in this country. 


“Not to a man, not to a nation, was 
the statue raised; not to a man famous 
and useful as he thay have been, not to 
a nation, as great as she may be,” the 
Ambassacor said. “It was raised to an 
ideal—an ideal greater than any man or 
any nation, greater than France or the 
United States—the ideal of liberty. 


“Still bleeding from recent wounds,

Expenditure of $150,000 for 


Modern Machinery Deemed In- 


advisable at This Time. 


The Excelsior Brewery, 5 South 
Seventeenth street, one of the oldest 
brewertes in St. Louls, will be closed 
Jan. 1, but its customers will be sup- 
plied by seven other breweries com- 
posing the St. Louls Brewing Asso- 
clation, which owned and controlled 
the Excelsior Brewery. Paul .Schaus, 
manager, explained yesterday that 
the brewery will close because the 
association does not believe it ad- 
visable to expend $150,000 now neces- 
sary to equip the plant with modern 
machinery. 

Schaus declared that the prohibi- 
tion wave sweeping the country has 
not directly affected the Excelsior 
Brewery any more than it has other 
plants, but believes every brewery 
in the country will have to close 
within six or elght years unless the 
American people “realize the mistake 
of prohibition.”

INJURED PLAYERS 
TO RECEIVE FULL 
PAY FROM OWNERS 


Contract Drawn Up by Commis- 
sion Cannot Be Terminated 
Until It Expires. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Baseball - play- 
ers in the American and National 
Leagues, if injured on the field, will 
get their salaries in full until the 
expiration of their contract, accord- 
ing to a new form of contract adopt- 
ed tonight at a special meeting of the 
National Baseball Commission. 


Under the old contract club owners 
were only obliged to pay injured 
players for 15 days and at the end 
of that time could dismiss them. 

“However, that was not usually the 
case despite the charges of avid 
Fultz, president of the Baseball Play- 
ers raternity,” said August Herr- 
mann, president of the Cincinnati Na- 
coun and chairman of the commis- 
sion. 

“The commission, I think, has gone 
further than Mr. Fultz had hoped. 
The new contract means that a piey 
er, if injured, will be paid in full and 
the contract cannot, under any cir- 
cumstances, be terminated until it 


expires. 2 ' 
Cannot Be Terminated. 


“The clause is the most beneficent 
that could possib¥fy be arranged for 
the player.’ I am sure that it will 


more than satisfy the contentions of 
the Players Fraternity.” 

The clause under which a player 
can be dismissed after receiving 10 
days’ notice and the optional clause 
were retained in the new contract 
which, Mr. Herrmann sald, contained 
only minor changes. The optional 
clause provides that a player can be 
held under reserve if sent to a minor 
league.

“The brotherhoods having gained their 
contention by the passage of the law, 
have now made it known through their 
chosen spokesmen that they wil! resist 
with added numbers the remainder of 
the President's plan, andé according to 
press reports which stand unchallenged, 
they have even gone so far as to declare 


that if compulsory investigation were. 


provided by law they would refuse to 
obey the law. 

“Surely this is a most serious situa- 
tion. If organized labor should under 
the circumstances be so ill-advised and 
so unpatriotic as to carry out the 
threats of their spokesmen we should 
be face to face with serious civil dis- 
turbances or anarchy in our tndustrial 
life. “We must all unite, irrespective of 
any party considerations, in an effort 
to deal with the industrial problem in 
respect to public service utilities for the 
greatest good of the greatest number. 

“The industrial problem in public serv- 
ice utilities subjects the welfare and 
necessities of the whole people within 
the areas affected to the mercy—or 
perhaps it is better to say to the arbi- 
trary power of the two comparatively 
small groups, th operators and the em- 
ployes. These groups, although small, 
are, year by year, becoming more com- 
pact and more powerful, so powerful 
indeed that, unregulated, they consti- 
tute a direct menace to the &?ate. 

“Now, in the past 30 years we have 
made very considerable’ progress, both 
in this State and in the nation, itn plac- 
ing one of the groups under public 
control. The men who operate railways 
and public utilities are being put more 
and more under public restraint and 
Government control. It is time we did 
the same things to the other group, the 
employes. 

“Bo far, however, as they are con- 
cerned the tendency has been in the op- 
posite direction—to force them more and 
more from Government restraint. It has 
been a retrogressive tendency because it 
works away from the adjustment of 
these disputes by peaceful and equitable 
means and lends itself to those bar- 
barous means which portend serious 
civil strife. The great question is how 
and under what conditions shal] the 
power of the State be applied to bring 
both groups, the operators and the em- 
ployes, under public control and regula- 
tion, how to compel them to subordi- 
nate their group rights, just as every 
individual in a civilized community must 
subordinate some of his natural rights 
for the public welfare. Without such 
compulsory subordination by the tndi- 
vidual there can be no orderly gov- 
ernment, and the same applies with 
even more foroe in the case of indus- 
trial groups."’ 

Has Stood fer Rights of Labor, 

Probably no man in America can 
speak with greater authority on the in- 
dustrial problems connected with the op- 
eration of public service utilities than 
can Mr. Straus, and his record is one 
that precludes the faintest suspicion of 
his being prejudiced against labor or int 
favor of capitalism. All his life he has 
stood steadfastly for the rights of labor

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and the speeches he made when running 
as Progressive candidate for Governor 
of New York, in 1912, were the most 
scholarly arraignment of capitalism in 
government and of the control of State 
by special interests ever presented to 
the voters of New York. It is Mr. 
Etraus’ lifelong devotion to the interests 
of the people and to the cause of labor 
that makes his views on the regulation 
of wages of such paramount importance. 
He continued: 

“Public service corporations are 
monopolies and endowed with rights as 
well as with the duty to serve the pub- 
lic. They are dedicated to public inter- 
ests—owned by private capital, but con- 
trolled and regulated by the public. In 
order that these public service monopo- 
lies may be compelled to serve the pub- 
lic their employes must also be made to 
recognize their duty to the public and 
they should not be permitted to paralyze 
the operation of public utilities. In re- 
turn, :-they should be accorded special 
wages and conditions of service. I lay 
stress upon the right of the employe of 
a pUblic service corporation to excep- 
tional wages ahd conditions. In favoring 
-the regulation of wages as well as rates, 
I, of course, believe that the human ele- 
ment, the wages of the men and their 
fonditions of employmefit; should be par- 
amount. Rates should always be sub- 
ordinate to wages and not—as now—sub- 
ordinate to rates. 

“You see, it is possible to give excep- 
tional wages to employes of public serv- 
ice corporations because public utilities 
are in their very nature noncompetitive 
and monopolistic within the area in 
which they operate. Private employment 
is just the contrary, as by law industry 
must be competitive and stringent anti- 
trust laws prevent them from becoming 
noncompetitive. 

‘In a very important ase recently de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States an opinion delivered by Justice 
Hughes, it is laid down that: 

‘‘‘Freedom of contract is a qualified 
and not an absolute right. There is no 
absolute freedom to do as one wills or 
to cofitract as one chooses. The guaran- 
tee of liberty does not withdraw from 
legislative supervision that wide depart- 
ment of activity which consists in mak- 
ing contracts or deny to the Government 
the power. to provide restrictive safe- 
guards. Liberty implies the absence of 
arbitrary restraint—not immunity from 
reasonable regulations or prohibitions 
imposed in the interests of the com- 
munity.’ 


To Get Views of All. 
“Yt would seem we are justified in 


believing as a deduction from this and 
other decisions of the courts that the 
Supreme Court will uphold any rea- 
sonable legislation curtailing the right 
-of public service employes to strike and 
granting them the protection that will 
come from public regulation of their 
wages and conditions of employment. 
It is in order to bring about suth legis- 
lation that the Public Service Commis-

sion intends to hold a public meeting 
next month so that every aspect of the 
problem may be threshed out and that 
all sides may be heard before a tenta- 
tive bill is drafted for submission to the 
Legislature. In this it is needless to 
say, the commission will cordially in- 
vite the co-operation of all competent 
to offer suggestions or criticism.” 

Mr. Strauss is at present working on 
the draft of a tentative bill which he 
hopes to present to the commission as 
3 basis of the discussions and he will 
include in its provisions a scheme for 
pensions to be paid by public service 
corporations to their employes after a 
certain number of years of service, 
This would necessitate the formation 
by every public utility of a special pen- 
sion fund, each for its own men, who 
would not be pensioners of the public, 
but of the corporations on whose be- 
half they would have served the public 
long and faithfully. Mr. Strauss be- 
lieves that this assurance of a pension 
is a necessary complement of the ex- 
eeptional wages,and working conditions 
employes of public service corporations 
should be entitled to in return for the 
forced abandonment of the right to 
strike which cannot be denied to men 
in private employment. :°

Commerce cannot 
find 10 fit to pay each $5000 a year 
and will not hold a competitive ex- 

amination to obtain eligibles. 

About the middle of November the 
bureau announced that examinations 
would be held on Dec. 6, in various 
parts of the United States. The men 
are wanted as “special agents” of the 
bureau, to make a study of commer- 
cial conditions in foreign countries.

The Girect cause of these deaths un- 
Goubtedly was the salt. A little salt is 
thought to be good for birds, by many 
poultrymen. It acts as a condiment. 
But too much will act as a poison, and 
while we have heard of no official tests 
which determined the amount of salt 


It takes 


to kill a bird, your birds got too 


much without a doubt. A half-pound of 


salt to 


100 pounds of feed is considered 


about the right proportion. A larger 
quantity could be fed, probably without 


serious 


injury, but it would be unwise 


to do so. While a cupful of salt divid- 
ed among 26 fowls would give each one 
what might seem to be a comparatively 
small amount, it must be borne In mind 
that a teacup, holding half a pint, would 


contain 


about 80 level teaspoons of salt. 


Thus the average for each bird would 


have been nearly two teaspoons. 


No 


doubt the eight fowls that died ate a 
much larger proportion than this, while 
the remaining 18 having eaten less, 


pulled ¢t 


hrough all right. There are dif- 


farences of opinion as to the value of 


salt for poultry. 


Small quantities are 


beneficial, but there are traces of salt 
in practically every food given to poul- 
try, without adding it artificially. Many 


poultry 


authorities believe this to be 


sufficient for their needs, while others 


vrefer t 


o add a little to the mashes.

TAINTED FOOD CAUSES 
FATALITIES IN FLOCKS 


Is Cause of "Many Mysterious 
Losses About Which Grow- 
ers Request Information. 


Frequent inquiries are received by the 
editor of the Post-Dispatch poultry page 
asking the cause of mysterious deaths 
in flocks, when the symptoms seem to 
indicate no recognized disease. The re- 
plies given must necessarily be of a 
general nature, based largely upon con- 
jecture rather than fact, since definite 
descriptions of cases are too meager. 

One of the most common causes of 
these unaccountable fatalities is tainted 
food to which the birds have access. 
The fact that the presence of such food 
is rarely if ever reported by readers 
asking for information, makes it diffi- 
cult to give an intelligent reply. An 
incident of this nature came under our 
notice recently in the case of a Ne- 
braska farmer who lost 75 hens during 
the past summer from a mysterious 
cause which he found it impossible to 
discover. A member of the poultry de- 
partment staff of the State Experiment 
Station visited the farm and, on making 
post-mortems ot some dead birds, found 
that the livers were enlarged and the 
fowls overfat. The poultry yard was 
bare, and when the flock was kept sh'lt 
up there were no losses, but after be- 
ing turned out on free range one or two 
dead birds were found nearly every day. 

Careful investigation of the premises 
on which the birds ranged showed that 
they had access to wheat grown on low- 
land that was submerged by heavy rains 
during threshing time. The birds also 
had, access to some old corn through an 
open crib door into which the rains 
could beat. Hence, when they received 
nothing but this mouldy grain there were 

tant losses, but when kept away 
from it there were none. 

Symptoms in birds that die from eat- 
ing bad food differ according to the kind 
of food consumed. In some cases these 
symptoms may resemble those of cer- 
tain well-known diseases and the owner 
at once jumps at the conclusion that his 
flock has the disease indicated. Treat- 
ment in such cases, is, of couse, useless. 
Furthermore, in writing for information 
about such cases the poultnyman has a 
certain disease in mind, indicated by the 
symptoms, and unconsciously, perhaps, 
his description of the trouble is allowed 
to favor this particular ailment merely 
because he wishes his own suspicions 
confirmed. Unless the symptoms are un- 
mistakably those of some disease it is 
well to make a thorough investigation 
first and assure yourself of the kind of 
feed the birds are getting before calling 
the trouble a disease. 


Cull and Market 
Unprofitable Birds 


The exceptionally high prices of poul- 
try products this fall and the corre- 
sponding high prices of all feeds, war- 
tant a rigid culling of the flock before 
winter feeding adds to the expense of 
keeping surplus fowls. This culling, of 
course, should not be so close ag to in- 
clude good layers. 

Males of large, vigorous type, show- 
ing well developed breast, strong bone, 
large comb and wattles, and bright eyes, 
should be held for breeding purposes. 
Crow heads, long beaks and weak legs 
indicate a:lack of constitutional vigor 
and are usually found in poor producers. 

The hen that moults late, though not 
so late as to take her into cold weather 
without a full coat of feathers, should 
te kept. The hen that moults early and 
is at it a long time should be sold. Per- 
sistent sitters or all-summer sitters, if 
these are known, should also be dis- 
posed of as unprofitable. Overfat hens, 
immature pullets, or runts also may 
be marketed now, as they would be kept 
at a loss if held over winter.

| Sterilizing Methods 


for the Seedbed 


Damp'ng off probably gives more 
trouble than any other seedbed disease. 
Prevention is the best method of con- 
trol. If the old seedbeds are affected 
with the trouble, they should be made 
Gn new land. If new land is not avail- 
able the soil of the old beds must be 
sterilized. The formalin method is per- 


haps the most practicable for the aver- 


age grower. 

After the seedbeds are prepared for 
sowing they are drenched with for- 
malin solution of the strength one part 
formalin to 50 parts water, and applied 
at the rate of two quarts to one square 
foot of seedbed surface. The beds are 
then covered: for #4 hours with sacks 
or canvas, After this the bed {fs aired 
and worked to facilitate the evapora- 
tion of the formalin. About 10 days or 
two weeks will be required for the 
formalin to evaporate sufficiently so that 
the seed may be sown in the treated 
soil. 

Steam sterilization by the inverted pan 
method is more efficient because it 
kills the nematode that causes root- 
knot, all kinds of weeds, and the beds 
can be planted as soon as the soll has 
cooled. 

An application of bordeaux mixture or 
ammoniacal solution of copper carbonate 
heavy enough to cover the soil surface 
will also he)p to retard the spread of 
the damping off fungus. 


Sodium Fluorid Rids 
Poultry of Lice 


Entomologists of the .United States 
Department of Agriculture have demon- 
strated that all species of lice which in- 
fest poultry may be quickly destroyed 
by the application of a very small quan- 
tity of sodium fluorid. Entire flocks of 
poultry were cleared of the parasites in 
this way and were found to remain free 
when ordinary precautions were taken 
against reinfestation by contact with 
infested fowls. 

In connection with this work the en- 
tomologists of the department made the 
first complete studies of the chicken 
mite and determined that it depends ex- 
clusively upon the fowl for its food and 
will not develop in any stage on filth or 
similar substances. In tests of a large 
series of insecticides it was found that 
a few thorough applications of. crude 
petroleum to the interior of poultry 


houses will completely destroy the 
mites. 


Avoidable Losses 
in Handling Poultry 


Farmers and jobbers are paying a high 
price for carelessness and poor methods 
in handling and marketing eggs and 
other poultry products, according to F. 
EX. Fox, assistant in poultry husbandry 
at the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege. 

“The egg business tn Kansas amounts 
to nearly $30,000,000 annually. On this $2,- 
000,000 more could be made if farmers 
would realize the importance of proper 
méthods in handling eggs and poultry,” 
said Fox. “This enormous loss its due -o 
improper nesting and housing, improper 
feeding, improper care and handling of 
eggs on the farm, carelessness in hau}- 
ing and shipping, and carelessness on 


the part of the merchant in marketing. 

“Loss to the producer due to these 
causes is principally in the quality of 
the product, for which he receives a 
lower Price. Logs to the consumer is 
in receiving eggs of poor quality, for 

shrew he pays more than they are 
worth.”

N a test of endurance, conducted by Lieut. Kingston 
of the United States Marine in Haiti to determine 
the staying powers of his men, 118 men, ranging in 
age from 19 to 52 and carrying regulation field 

equipment, were given the test of asce a steep 
‘mountain path, approximately eight miles, h a two- 
hour limit. 

Eighty-four men accomplished the feat in the pre 

scribed time, and of those, 20 per cent were veterans 
of 44 years and over. The average age of those who 
succeeded was 29 years, while the percentage of tender 
foot recruits among the losers reduced their average 
to 24 years. 3

Dr. Blackford, herself, is a small woman, not 
more than 5 feet 4 inches tall; a pronounced bru- 
nette and with a refreshing charm of manner. She 
is the wife of Arthur Newcomb of the Staff of the 
Review of Reviews Co.

HE science of character analysis by the 
observational method is based upon simple 
scientific truths. Man’s body and man’s 
mind are products of evolution through 
countless ages and are what they are to- 
day as the result of the combined effect 
upon them of heredity and environment. 

The body and mind profoundly affect each other in all 
their actions and reactions. They differ from each other 
in many ways, also the result of heredity and environ- 
ment. 

Human beings differ from each other in nine different 
ways, in color, form, size, structure, texture, consistency, 
proportion, expression and condition. 

Color is perhaps the most striking variable. You 
instantly observe whether a person is «white or blach, 
brown or yellow. The soft luxuriance of their environ- 
ment has made the dark races slow, easy-going, hateful 
of change, introspective, philosophical and religious. 

The white races of the earth seem to have a genius

for government, for conquest, for exploration and for 
progress, while the dark races have genius for art, 
for literature, for religion and for eonservatism. 

Coloring has its educational as well as its commercial 
value. The active, restless, aggressive, variety-loving 
blond is found in large proportions among speculators, 
promoters, organizers, advertising men and traveling 
salesmen, while the more stable and constant brunette 
predominates among the plodders, the planners, the 
scientists, the administrators and the conservators. 

The second variable form refers to form of face and 
features as. seen in profile. The sharp face with the 
long, pointed nose, prominent eves, retreating fore- 
head, prominent teeth and retreating chin, is the ex- 
treme convex form. The hammock-shaped face, with 
high, prominent forehead, flat brows, deep-set eyes, 
small snubbed or swayback nose, retreating teeth and 
long, prominent chin is the extreme concave in form of 
profile. 

It would require too much space to detail scientifical- 
ly why the extreme convex in profile indicates extreme 
energy, quickness, impatience, impulsiveness, keenness 
and alertness of intellect, and great rapidity in action. 
The large nose, high in bridge, however, indicating

great energy, is one of the scientific reasons for this 
conclusion. In a similar way it would require too long 
to explain in detail why the extreme concave of pro- 
file indicates just the opposite qualities. It is a scien- 
tific fact that that which is sharp moves quickly and 
is penetrating, and that that which is blunt is nonpene- 
trating and moves slowly. 

In commercial work those who are successful in posi- 
tions requiring quick decision and quick action have 
convex profiles, while those whose duties call for pa- 
tience, deliberation, reflection and the ability to plod 
should have some modification of the concave form. 

Difference in physical size is important in many wavs, 
for small bodies get under way rapidly and large bodies 
get under way slowly. If the causes of emotion are 
indubitably physiological, as the philosophers say, then 
the smaller physical bulk, which must be affected to 
have an intense emotion, the more quickly and easily 
is that emotion aroused. 

Other things being equal, the small person becomes 
angry more easily than the large one. He also 
off nore quickly. 

The dreamer has too slender a body for manual labor 
and is both too nervous and too impatient of confine- 
ment to sit in an easy chair or on the bench. The larve, 
corpulent man enjoys the good things of life. He is, 
therefore, well fitted to judge calmly, deliberately and 
impartially. The man of bone and muscle is too busy 
with his physical activities for dreams, or too impatient 
of confinement to sit on a bench or in an easy chair for 
long. 

Individuals differ markedly from one another in tex- 
ture. This is easily observable in the texture of the 
hair, skin, features, general build, hands and feet. 

Scientists tell uw that the skin was the first sense 
organ. Indeed, all the other sense organs and the 
nervous system and brain, which have evolved by use, 
are simply inturned and specialized skin cells. 

This being true, the texture of the entire organism 
and especially the brain and nervous system, is ac- 
curately indicated by the texture of the skin and its 
appendages, the hair and the nails. The most casual 
observer notes the man with coarse hair, coarse skin, 
rugged features, large, loosely built limbs, hands and 
feet, and the man with fine skin, silky hair, delicate, 
regular features, slender limbs and finely molded hands 
and feet. 

The individual of fine texture is sensitive and natual- 
ly refined. He loves beauty. He does his best work 
when he is creating something or handling something 
fine or beautiful. The coarse-texiure individual is 
strong, Vigorous, virile and enduring. He can do hard, 
unpleasant work, can endure hardships, and can re- 
main cheerful even in the midst of grimy, unpleasant 
and unlovely surroundings. 

For this reason, fine-textured people excel in such 
lines as art, literature, music, jewelry, dry goods, mil-

and materials. We must rely on coarse-textured peo- 
ple to do hard, heavy, rough, pioneering and material 
constructive work. 2 

Even in literature coarse-textured people produce that 
which is vigorous and virile. Fine-textured lean to the 
aristocracy; coarse-texture sympathize with the masses. 
Nearly all great liberators, radicals and revolutionisis 
have been and are men of coarse texture. 

One of the most important of the nine fundamentals 
to be considered in character analysis is proportion. 
This refers to proportion of one part of the body to 
another, of one part of the head to another. Each part 
of the body and of the head has its own particular func- 
tion. Nature is orderly and systematic in all her work. 
No one needs be told that the long, slender, wiry legs 
of the deer were meant for swiftness, or that the huge, 
powerful jaw of the bulldog irdicates tenacity. 

Thus .everything indicates character; color, form, 
size, structure, texture, consistency and proportion in- 
dicate almost entirely the inherent qualities. It is very 
important for us to determine, however, in sizing up an 
individual, what he has done with his natural qualifica- 
tions. This we may do by observing expression and 
condition. 

The cruder, simpler emotions are so frankly expressed 
that even a child or an animal can tell instantly whether 
a man is happy or loving, grieved or angry. These 
emotions are shown in the voice, eyes, expression of 
the inouth;. in the way a person stands ©r sits or walks; 
in his gestures, in everything he does. In the same 
manner, the finer and more elusive thoughts express 
themselves. A man cannot mask all his emotions at 
once, and the trained observer ean discriminate be- 
tween those assumed for deception and the natural. 

Teachers, principals, social workers, and many others 
who come into contact with the young are clamoring 
for scientific vocational guidance. The boy and girl 
need this direction. The seience of character analysis 
enables one to weigh himself and others; to understand 
natural talents, and those of others. We go along wor- 
shipping humanity’s great minds and great souls, but 
we have scarcely made any provision for scientific de- 
velopment of such attributes in the rising generation. 

Every human being is like a strand in a rope or a 
drop of water in the sea. He is touched upon every side 
by other human beings. His success or failure in life 
is conditioned upon his association with other human 
beings. His income depends upon his service to others. 
His comfort, his convenicnce, his luxury, his life it- 
self depend upon the service of others to him, which 
he, himself, must cultivate. Then, let us understand 
one another. Let us stop guessing and misundersta::d 
ing.
